Liverpool and the regular run 


off elsewhere, however, and not

On one occasion during the time 
they were on war service, the men 
went on strike, and the ‘‘Mount ° 
Royal” put into Barbados, 
where the whole crew were placed 
under arrest, and a black one 
temporarily substituted. The 
change was worse than before, 
however, and the remainder of 
that voyage to New Orleans was 
made at a pace of not over six 
miles per hour. e

Single Drop of Water Holds 
Hundred Forms of Life 


Atthough a drop of water no larger 
than a buckshot may appear crystal-clear 
to the unafded ye, it will resemble a 
small aquarium if it is greatly magnified. 
Study of a drop from one of the ponds 
of the New York zoological gardens 
showed that it was teeming with as many 
as 100 forms of life. It was spread upon 
a giass slide and examined with a high- 
power microscope. One of the organisms 
observed was a curious animal with an 
oddly formed triangular body with two 
spinning “pinwheels” as means of loco- 
motion. It appeared to have the sense 
of sight for it avoided colliding with other 
objects and woyld reach out with its 
body to grasp convenient surfaces to help 
its progress.
